A “FORMULA” NEEDED 

The city council and the organization com- 
posed of married unemployed men are at 
logger-heads. Council decided a week ago that 
all recipients of relief be required to make an 
affidavit showing their earnings or other re- 
sources: as a means of establishing their need 
of relief. The association has lodged a hot pro- 
test, on the ground that this suggests some are 
getting relief they are not fairly entitled to get. 

This may be one of those—not infrequent— 
eases where objection is made, not to the end 
in view, but to the language employed and the 
way the quest is gone about. “Affidavit” may 
be the word of offence. 

Those fortunate citizens who are liable—or 
are supposed to be liable—for income taxa- 
tion, are required to make out returns to the 
Dominion and provincial Governments, show- 
ing their earnings. No one seriously objects to 
this. It is accepted as a necessary procedure if 
the taxation is to be equitably levied and each 
made to pay His proper share.

Premier Aberhart thinks the newspapers did 
him less than justice in their New Year's reviews 
of events.

Eleven Causes of Excessive 
Gas 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

One of the most common gutrtions asked 
the doctor is this one: “What is the causre of 
excessive gas?” In order to provide you with 
this information, I will list eleven of the most 
frequent causes of this symptom. 

First: Imperfectly balanced digestive juices. 
When the stomach secretes 
too much hydrochloric acid, 
considerable gas may be 
formed when the stomach 
secretion comes in contact 
with the alkaline bile. A small 

. amount of gas or air in the 

stomach appears to be normal 

‘ and it is only when the diges- 

. tive ferments are not adjust- 

Dr. F. McCoy ed to each other that an ex- 
cessive amount of gas is formed. 

Second: Over-eating of even the best food 
is likely to be accompanied by the formation of 
too much gas. 

Third: Wrong combinations of even the best 
foods will cause excessive fermentation. 

Fourth: Using foods which are notorious for 
producing flatulence, such &s onions, gariic, cab- 
bage and dried beans. These foods appear to 
cause gas because of their chemical composition. 
Condiments, by stimulating an excessive forma- 
tion of digestive juices, may also produce gas. 

Fifth: Excesses of sugar and starch. The foods 
which ferment most readily are the sugars and 
starches, and one who is troubled with flatu- 
lence should eat sparingly of anything made of 
cereals and sugar. I find this is an important 
point to impress upon the patient. 

Sixth: Eating too fast. If one eats rapidly 
with the result that the starchy food is not 
properly mixed with saliva he may expect that 
starch indigestion will result, causing gas to 
form in the small intestine. 

Seventh: Eating when tired will produce in- 
digestion and often results in excessive gas. 

Eighth: Swallowing air with food, as people 
often do when eating too quickly. The habit of 
air-swallowing only intensifies a tendency to 
stomach gas. 

Ninth: Drinking too much liquid with meals 
may produce additional gas because an exces- 
sive amount of gastric juice is needed to over- 
come the diluting effect of the water. 

Tenth: Eating too often will keep the stom- 
ach overloaded and make the formation of gas 
probable. 

Eleventh: Eating indigestible foods. Any food 
which the patient finds difficult to digest should 
be avoided as one having a weak digestion fre- 
quently experienas gas discomfort from eating 
something which he knows invariably disagrees 
with him. 

At the beginning of any home regimen in- 
tended to relieve flatulence, I suggest the use 
of a short 2 as the fasting treatment will 
cleanse the entire digestive tract and will give 
the patient a new start. After the fast. a sen- 
sibly planned diet must be followed for at least 
a month. The patient is cautioned to avoid 
foods which ferment easily and is allowed only 
those food combinations which are harmonious. 
It is important that the patient stick to the die- 
tetic suggestions exactly. as any deviation may 
spoil a meal which otherwise would be digested 
perfectly.

It is said that if you wait long enough and 
wish hard enough you get your desire. Being 
constitutionally averse to paying $1.50 in a 
strange town to see a movie, I didn't join the 
throng when Max Reinhardt’s production of 
Shakespeare's “Midsummer Night's Dream” 
showed in Settle and Vancouver. 

Manager Long now tells me he has booked 
the famous film to run next week at the Rialto. 
as part of the regular program. It shows the 
value of competition in film fare. Edmorton 
will have the distinction of being the first city 
in which “Midsummer Night's Dream” will ap- 
pear as a feature film on a regular program. 
Hitherto it has been shown only as a complete 
road show at road show prices, since its simul- 
taneous opening iiltie over a year ago in New 
York, London, Vienna, Amsterdam, Manila end 
Sydney, Australia. 

An entirely new section of the public will 
now be able to see what dreams took place in 
the mind of Shakespeare—aided by the genius 
of Max Reinhardt, the music of Mendelssohn, a 
bevy of star actors, the sound resources of a 
great symphony orchestra and the scenic mar- 
vels of modern moviedom.

Shakespeare is said to have dashed off “Mid- 
summer Night's Dream” in six days as a compli- 
ment to a wealthy patron who was to be mar- 
ried. He wanted his players to perform the 
merry story as part of the wedding revels. For 
those who have never taken time to mince the 
pure gold of the poet's fancy, Midsummer 
Night's Dream is a fantasy about the wedding 
of Theseus, Duke of Athens, to Hippoilyta, 
Queen of the Amazons whom the Duke had con- 
quered in war. Following the custom when 
their lord weds, some of the Duke's artizans ar- 
range to produce a play for his guests. The 
ameteur mummers are Bottom the weaver: 
Flute, the bellows-mender; Quince, the car- 
penter; Snug, the joiner; Snout the tinker: 
Starveling, the tailor, and others. 

Before the Duke is brought the maiden Her- 
raia, for refusing to obey her father’s command 
to marry Demetrius. Under the Athenian law 
she must either die or take vows of celibacy for 
refusing the parental command. Hermia is a 
sprightly lady and wishes to do neither. In- 
stead, she elopes to the seclusion of the woods 
with her lover Lysander. 

Sulking in the woods is Oberon, king of the 
fairies. He is angry because his queen, Titania, 
has refused him a favor. He conceives a pret- 
ty revenge. He instructs Puck, the fairy mis- 
chief-maker, to drop a love juice on Titania's 
eyes while she lies sleeping, so she will love the 
first thing she sees on waking. For good meas- 
ure, Puck also anoints the eyes of the sleeping 
Lysander 

All sorts of complications ensue. for both 
of Puck's victims. Lysander sees first the 
maiden Helena, makes love to her, and is chal- 
lenged to a duel by her. lover. Titania is in 
even worse plight. The first person she sees 
on waking is Bottom the weaver. wearing a 
donkey's head. Revenge forgotton in his laugh- 
ter, Oberon orders Puck to administer the re- 
storing juice to the twain, who waken as from 
a wonderful dream. 


Puck, the lovable embodiment of mischief, 
has the closing gesture. After the wedding 
guesis have been convulsed by the efforts of 
the mummers to act the tragedy of Pyramus 
and Thisby, the happy Theseus and Hippolyta 
enter the nuptial chamber. Puck jumps onto 
the knob of the door to shut out the world.

Shakespeare out of a ghost, an incestuous 
marriage, a couple of murders and a crazy girl, 
gave the world the philosophical tragedy of 
“Hamlet”. From the rcmantic lovers, the well- 
meaning artizan actors, the loves and laughter 
of the forest fairies, and the mischief-loving 
Puck, his poet's fancy has woven a fabric of de- 
light. Into the mouth of Theseus he puts the 
lines that tell so eloquently of the poct’s art: 

The poet's eye in a fine frenzy rolling, 

Doth glance from heaven to earth, from 
earth to heaven; 

And as imagination bodies forth 

The forms of things unknown, the poet's 
pen 

Turns them to shapes and Zives to airy 
nothing 

A local habitation and a name 

Mendelssohn, the great composer, charred 
by the Shakespeare play, set himself to compose 
music for it, The score comprises not only the 
dainty ballet music for the fairy dances, but 
also Mendelssohn's famous “Wedding March”~- 
which was not written for the wedding of Eur- 
opean royalty, but for the wedding of Duke 
Theseus and Queen Hippolyta in the Shakes- 
peere play. For the Max Reinhardt production, 
the Mendelssohn score has been adapted by 
Korngold, and produced by a modern sym- 
phony orchestra. In some of the ballets, ar- 
ranged by Nijinska, over 500 dancers take part 
as the fairy host. 

Only a step uivides the worlds of the real 
and the unreal. There is nothing less credible 
in the jealous prank that Oberon played upon 
his dainty Titania than the spirit that led the 
present masters of Germany to exile the great 
producer genius who has since given the world 
this super-version of Shakespeare's comedy of 
love among the fairies. 

As near as mortal man can see the fairies, I 
once saw Puck perched in the fork of a tree in 
the moonlight, laughing at his mischief and de- 
claring “I'll put a girdle round the world in forty 
minutes.” 

It was when the late Sir Philip Greet and 
his players visited Toronto University nigh a 
quarter century ego. They gave an open-air 
performance in a wooded copse to the west of 
the campus. There amid real trees and foliage 
Hermia and Lysander wandered and ley down 
to sleep to Hermia's maidenly protest: 

But gentle friend. for love and courtesy 

Lie further off; in human modesty, 

Such seperation as may well be said 

Becomes a virtuous bachelor and a maid, 

So far be distant; and, good-night sweet 
friend;

Roast duck is grand eating. But 
there are other ways to enjoy it. 
Try it fricassee some time with 
peanut butter in the gravy, and 
later on, when you are feeling a bit 
Oriental, serve it with herbs and | 
tice, This is a big season for ducks 
and duckling. But alas, this fowl is 
hever very cheap because you can 
only eat 60 per cent of its dressed 
weight, and dressed weight is what 
you pay for. However, a duck! 
lover overlooks such a minor mat- 
ter as cost—if he can afford to. 


ROAST DUCK 


Remove tendons from legs. Cut 
through skin above feet and use 
skewer to pull out tendons, Clean, 
stuff with apple or oyster stuffing. 
Steam for 1% hours. Then roast in 
hot oven (450 deg. F.) 12 minutes 
for each pound. Baste constantly, 
using juice of 1 orange and drip- 
Pings. Serve on hot platter, garnish- 
ed with orange sections and water- 
cress. 


FRICASSEE OF DUCKLING 
(4 to 6 servings for every 
special guests). 

One duckling, 1 small onion, 1) 
red pepper, %& teaspoon cayenne, 1 
teaspoon salt, 2 tablespoons peanut 
butter. 

Clean duckling and cut into 6 
Pieces. Just cover with water, do 
not drown.

Add 
spices, soy sauce and 1 cup hot wa- 
ter. Stir well, then add the duck. 
Cover and simmer very slowly for 
2 1-4 hours. Then add sliced fresh 
mushrooms, mix well, dust on the 
flour. Stir and cook another 12 
minutes. Serve very hot with steam- 
ed rice.

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Start Early To Teach

Yet she lives the normal sort of 
life that most youngsters live, True, 
she has nursemaids, governcases 
and the like, but she also har a 
very clever mother. Her wise queen 
mother insists that little Princess 
Elizabeth be taught to administer 
the rudiments of perfect grooming 
all by herself. And I really think 
that that’s a very wise practice, for 
it is the habits of grooming instilled 
in a girl in her youth that starts 
her on the pathway to womanly 
charm and loveliness. 

She has learned most of the 
rudiments of good grooming, and 
I'll wager that when she grows up, 
she'll be a lovely woman. 


FOLLOW A ROUTINE 


If you're a little girl and desire 
to grow up to be beautiful, there's 
a simple routing that you. should 
follow. When you rise in the morn- 
ing, hie yourself to the bathroom 
and brush your teeth. Put the den- 
tifrice on your brush and scrub 
your teeth up and down. Brush 
them until the circulation in your 
gums has been thoroughly aroused. 
Then use a good mouth wash. After 
this, scrub your face well with a 
bland soap and tepid water. Rinse 
all the soap from your skin and 
then dash lots of cold water over it 
before drying with a coarse towel. 
Rubbing the towel over your face 
will arouse the circulation and help 
to preserve the fine texture of 
your skin, 

The next step in this routine is 
the combing of your hair. The 
brushing may be left for the eve- 
ning toilette. Run the comb through 
your hair several times, letting the 
teeth touch and massage the scalp.

This will polish your hair and 
promote its health and loveliness. 
After the brushing, lather your 
washcloth and give your face, neck 
and ears a thorough cleansing. Then 
rinse away any remaining soapy 
lather and again dash cold water 
over your skin before drying it 

Step into your tub of warm wa- 
ter next, and relax. Put a dash of 
bath salts into the water, if you 
wish your skin to smell fragrant. 
Then, with a_ well-lathered bath- 
brush, scrub your entire body. Fin- 
ish the bath by rinsing with tepid 
water. If you have a shower, by all 
means use this method of rinsing 
your body.
